The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senats
and assembly, do enact us follows :

To the Northerm
Hospital for the Insane, for current cxpenses to  Janu-
ary 1, 1883, fifty-two thousand dollars; for painting
and repairs, three thousand dollars; for converting
old chapel into rooms and furnishing the same for pa-
tients, six thousand dollars; for fire hose, two thous
and and five honodred dollars; for fire main
and hydrants, ove thousand dollars; for e
moving coal shed and building carpenter. shop,
two thousand dollars. To the Wisconsin Ind ustrial
School for Boys for current expesses to January 1,
1883, thirty-three thousand dollars; for painting and
repairs, two thousand dollars; for steam fire engimie or
pump, with pipe and other necessary appendages, five
thousand dollars; for completing family building No.

To thé Wisconsin State Prison, for current
exgenses to Mazch 1, 1883, fifteen thousand dollars
SECTION 2. Whenever any appropriation, w hich
bas been or may be made to any state institution - for
special purposes, is greater than may be actually re.
quired for the purpose specified, the surplus, if it does
not exceed one hundred and fifty dollars, shall be
transferred to and become =« part the current ¢x pense
fund of such institution, and any deficiency in a speeial
appropriation, ot exceeding the sum above named,
may be paid from currentexpense funds. :
